‘THE MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS. 


The result of the municipal elections is 
not very flattering to the official party, 
the Unionists having lost one seat, which 
was captured by the Socialists ; while one 
of their best men who endeavoured to 
regain Dock Ward was heavily defeated 
by the retiring Socialist Councillor.

In several of his speeches during the 
campaign, Mr. McClure asserted that if 
his recommendations had been carried out, 
there would have been a _ substantial 
saving in the rates; but this, he said, was 
prevented by a “ deliberate conspiracy ”’ 
to cloud the issue, in the hope that he 
would not return to the Council, or that 
the people would get weary of the whole 
affair. That hope, however, has been dis- 
pelled, and Mr. McClure may be relied 
on to see that his report is not relegated 
to oblivicn. There is now an active band 
of capable business men in the Council 
who are determined to gather round the 
Lord Mayor and assist him in his efforts 
to make the administration of the city 
something of which they need not be 
ashamed, 

By the way, Sir William Turner has 
broken all civic records in Belfast in the 
matter of the Mayoralty, having been 
nominated for the position six times in 
succession. Very few men could say that 
much, and in real life Sir William has 
outdone even the fabled Dick Whittington. 
There is no salary or emolument of any 
kind attached to the position; yet the 
Lord Mayor is well known for his lavish 
hospitality to visitors of both high and 
low degree.

IS A LOUGH A STREAM ? 


it has been decided, with all the majesty 
of law, that Lough Neagh is not a stream 
or river. The ordinary man knew that 
all along, and poets have sung its praises 
as the greatest lake in the British Isles, 
while its romantic history has appealed to 
countless thousands’ throughout the 
centuries ; but legal ways and methods are 
often mysterious. In a fishery case which 
has just been decided at Dungannon 
Crown Sessions it was contended that the 
great Lough is a stream, because the 
waters from thirteen entering rivers flowed 
towards the River Bann. This argument 
could be extended a good deal. Is an ocean 
a river because numberless rivers enter it 
and flow somewhere or another? In this 
instance the law did not prove to be a 
“ hass,” and Judge Linehan found no 
difficulty in deciding the issue. 

It would be a pretty fantastic stream 
that measures 18 miles from N.E. to S.W., 
16 miles from north to south, 11 miles 
from east to west, is 102 feet deep in some 
places, and has a circumference of about 
64 miles, enclosing an area of 98,255 acres, 
or about 153 square miles. Besides, who 
ever heard of a stream with such a beauti- 
ful tradition as that immortalised by 
Moore, where he pictures the fisherman 
straying along the banks of the Lough—

CIVIL WAR AND ITS FRUITS. 
M* HOLLIS’S theory, advocated in 

“The American Heresy’’ with 
audacity, wit, and, it must be said, with 
some malice, is that “ here is a continent 
gone wrong.” The United States de- 
finitely took the wrong turning sixty 
years ago. The triumph of the North 
over the South was a disaster of the first 
magnitude, not only for America—of 
which the South was the civilised por- 
tion—but for civilisation. Jefferson’s State 
lasted only a long life-time. It was a 
State primarily agricultural. ‘* The agri- 
cultural interest was safeguarded by a 
guarantee of real independence to the 
agricultural State, which would prevent

into the war two politically minded 
nations. There emerged from it one 
non-politically minded nation, content, 
and even anxious, to allow the rich to 
order its life to the smallest degree.”’

‘“'Though education was abolished in Eng- 
land by such men of the last century as 
Dr. Jowett, and has never been tried in 
America, yet the idea of it is, if bizarre,

SOME RESEMBLANCES TO

We are accustomed to regard all 
animals other than man as governed by 
Jaws of nature, which produce a logical 
and inflexible uniformity of conduct, 
leaving little scope for variation between 
the habits of individuals of one species, or 
even between species themselves.

This book will 
correct our mistake, for there is hardly 
an unusual or puzzling trait among our 
acquaintances that cannot be paralleled in 
some part of the animal or vegetable 
kingdom. Indeed, now that the doctrine 
of Evolution has received episcopal sanc- 
tion, we may, without heterodoxy, attri- 
bute many of our little foibles to the 
inalign influence of lower forms of life, 
rising unconsciously from the womb of 
past w#ons, end bidding us to act as we do. 

There is Jones, for instance, who so 
persistently pushes the twins in the 
perambulator because he likes it, and not 
because he is in terror of his spouse. He 
can quote quite a respectable number of 
precedents; the marmoset monkey, who 
takes sole care of his offspring; the king 
penguin, who incubates his mate’s eggs 
balanced precariously between his ankles 
and his upright belly, and the male mid- 
wife toad, who carries the eggs twined 
round his hind legs till they are hatched. 
Even Jones does not go the length of the 
Chilian frog, who, in an access of pater- 
nity, swallows the eggs, and allows them 
to incubate in a throat pouch; or the 
quaint male sea horse, who has developed 
a cavity in his stomach in which the 
female lays her eggs. 

Here, too, we may discover the secret of 
lure of fishing, which is a perennial puzzle 
to those who have never fallen victims to 
the art. Apparently, no pursuit is so 
generally popular among the birds, fishes, 
mammals, insects and even the vegetable 
tribe. The variety of lures, rods, lines, 
nets and other devices would do credit to 
the most up-to-date catalogue. Even the 
gentler art of the fishing story has not 
been neglected; for we read of a dog who 
was accustomed to catch up to seventy 
large fish in the day, all taken from deep 
sea water ; and another dog who, forsaking 
the portion of the river owned by its 
master, would land twenty salmon to its 
own jaw in a single morning from a 
neighbouring beat. One likes to think 
that these stories were retailed by the dogs 
themselves. One would like to meet those

dogs. There is somthing very human 
about them. They help to explain why 
the Greeks used the same word to mean 
““dog-like” and ‘‘ utterly shameless.”’ 

Interesting, well illustrated and pro- 
vocative, this is a book which most people 
will read at a sitting.

MONG contemporary writers of Irish 
two schools may be discerned. 
Some, following O’Leary, O’Conaire and 
O’Grianna—the leading modern writers of 
fiction—think in the terms and the diction 
of the Gaeltacht and write to interest the 
typical Gaeltacht hearer or reader.

Before 
he tells anything he must tell us all the 
reasoning that passed through his mind as to 
whether and how he should tell, so that the 
pith of his narrative can be reached only 
with patience. 

These defects apart, it is a highly pro- 
mising book, and it admirably exhibits the 
Gaeltacht school. We see, in the discussions

O N the grounds that it is politically 
controversial, 


casting Corporation refused in November 
last to accept “ Machines,"’ the latest 
play by Mr. Reginald Berkeley, anthor of 
‘‘ French Leave.’” In the preface Mr. 
Berkeley publishes his correspondence with 
the Corporation, and proceeds to deal with 
the literary issues raised by the refusal. 

There cannot come into being, he main- 
tains, a school of ‘‘radio-plays’’ if a 
writer’s work is rejected, not on artistic 
crounds, but because it may be considered 
controversial, for “ the whole essence of 
drama is conflict of ideas.’’ 

The play itself is the dramatic treat- 
ment of a modern motif—the demand of 
the workers for a share in the control of 
industry. In a dozen vivid scenes in the 
factory, in a big newspaper office, in the 
Law Courts, in the House of Commons, 
and others. the mastery of the machine is 
developed to the inexorable destruction of 
him who refused to be its bond slaye. 
Although one may see at once the fedlish- 
ness of the ideals of James Mansell, the 
hero, they are expounded in a manner 
that makes ‘‘ Machines’’ well worth read- 
ing by all who appreciate dramatic 
writing.

THE GARDENS OF THE FOUNTAIN:

NIMES is a lovely place, a city of many 
trees and many waters; perbaps, 


because it is off the Riviera track one feels,

anywhere. 

The river-god Nemausus gave it birth. 
Around his crystal fountain prehistoric 
tribes foregathered; then the Volcex 
settled there; then twenty years before the 
Christian era Augustus decreed that a 
Roman city should arise; Agrippa built a 
temple and dedicated it to Gaius and 
Lucius- Crsar, the emperor’s grandsons ; 
Hadrian enriched it; Antoninus Pius 
“favoured and beautified his mother’s 
home. What Rome had created Vandals, 
Visigoths, Franks and Saracens all but 
destroyed. Yet so much remains as to 
surpass in interest all other parts of 
Roman France. 

For a first visit to the amphitheatre 
it is well worth while to study a map of 
the city and make a detour, approaching 
it by the Rue de la Cité Foule. Then it 
is first seen at a proper distance in all its 
magnificence; and if the approach could 
he made by moonlight, the effect would 
fiever be forgotten. ae

Form was 
conceived to be governed solely by musical 
considerations, and the development of a 
theme, which itself had no external in- 
spiration, proceeded entirely according to 
laws belonging to the art of composition 
alone. For every form there were certain 
recognised patterns, and a pattern might 
be extended and develope only in the 
same way as a Celtic scroll artist might 
discover a new subtlety of interweavine— 
without. relation to anvthing pictorial or 
literary. To Liszt and others it occurred 
that such a limitatian would exhaust the 
life of the art before it had gone much 
further, and they proposed that music 
should be placed in definite relation with 
ether arts, and made equa), as a medium 
for the expression of concepts, to literature 
and pictorial art.

Yesterday Glenstal Castle, which was 
for many years the home of the Barring- 
tons, a family well-known in Limerick, 
became, in fact, a Benedictine Priory. 
Two years ago the owner of the Castle, 
Sir Charles Barrington, offered to make a 
gift of the property—a modern structure, 
although built in the Norman style—to 
President. Cosgrave as a residence for him 
and for future Presidents of the Execu- 
tive Council of tho Irish Free State. 

It should be stated that the offer was 
considered by the Government. A few 
weeks after it was made the Governor- 
General (Mr. Timothy Healy, K.C.), and 
President Cosgrave went down to Glenstal 
and found it entirely suitable for the 
purposes of an Irish Chequers, except that 
it. was too far away from Dublin, the 
centre of the Irish Government, and for 
this reason alone the offer was gratefully 
declined. 

MONSIGNOR RYAN'’S GIFT. 

A few months afterwards Monsignor Ryan, 
of Thurles, bought the entire property, and 
presented it to the Lord Abbot of Maredsous, 
Abbot Celestine Golonvaux, who decided to 
establish there a Benedictine Priory. Last 
May three monks came from Maredsous to 
establish the Priory, and these were joined a 
few days ago by five others. The community 
of eigit hopes that soon their number wi 
be sufficiently large to form an abbey, with 
its own Lord Abbot. 

The mother house of Glenstal is one of the 
most famous abbeys in Europe. Like Down- 

de, in England, it is a great school, but it 
specialises in the arts and crafts, each of the 
ninety monks being a specialist in some 
branch of the arts or crafts. The last Lord 
Abbot of Maredsous was a Dublin man. Dom 
Columba Marmion 

THE BELGIAN HOUSE. 

Situated on the Province of Namur, the 
Abbey of Maredsous was founded in 1872 
through the munificence of the Desclee family, 
and in 1878 it became an abbey, and is 
to-day regarded as one of the most important 

religious life and scientific and 
artistic. culture in Belgium. 

Glenstal Priory is only a few miles from 
Limerick, and is situated in ideal 
ings, where rhododendrons bloom nearly all 
the year through. Although it was built in 
the early nineteenth century it bears al) the 
appearance of an ancient Norman castle, from 
whose turrets and battlements a great portion 
oí the Co. Limerick can be seen. i

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Mr. J. Allan Osborne, solicitor, Ramelton, 
Dongeal, has made a statement to the Press 
regarding the recent case at Milford District 
Court, when District Justice Walsh refused 
to make a witness speak in English. After 
the witness had answered ‘her own solicitor’s 
questions in English, she spoke in Irish when 
Mr. Osborne began crosstexamining her. 

‘*I confess I was surprised to find so much 
interest shown in the case, in which I was 
engaged on behalf of some of the litigants. A 
great deal of discussion has since arisen over 
the question as to whether a witness who, 
having given his or her evidence in English 
on direct examination, should or should not 
answer the questions of the cross-examining 
solicitor in the same language. I could not, 
and did not, question the ruling of the District 
Justice as to the legal right of the witness 
to use the national language, and that being 
so, there was nothing for me to do but to 
sit down; but I must confess that, instead of 
being annoyed, | was amused, realising that 
my tour or five witnesses yet to be examined 
could play the same game, which some of 
them did. to the discomfort of the solicitor 
for the other side, the great amusement of 
the audience, and the tendency to turn the 
proceedings into a farce. 

INTERESTS OF JUSTICE. 

“I cannot help thinking that, in the 
interests of justice and for other sound 
reasons, it is a pity that this procedure 
should be encouraged. 

‘“When I suggest that all this is not in 
the interests of justice, | mean that although 
the District Justice may examine the witnesses 
ever so fully in Irish, yet he cannot be 
expected to get at the real facts in the same 
way as a solicitor in cross-examination who 
has been fully instructed by his client before- 
hand. It not infrequently happens that more 
useful facts are brought to light on cross- 
examination than in direct examination. 

“I respect the wishes of the District 
Justice to further the Lrish language, and i 
have no wish to deter anyone from volun- 
tarily taking up the study. As for myself, in 
my thirty years’ practice, 1 have only met 
one client who could not speak English, and, 
I need hardly add, he is no more, and yet | 
live and practise in what, | presume, is known 
as an Irish-speaking district. I feel that my 
expectant span of practice would not justify 
me in spending six years (J understand that is 
the minimum) in acquiring sufiicient know- 
ledge to enable me to understand it and be 
understood. i 

NO INTERPRETER. 

‘I may be permitted to refer to the fact 
that the office ol interpreter has long since 
been abolished in the Donegal County Courts, 
there being no need whatever for his services. 
Since this incident took place several 
solicitors and others have talked to me on 
the subject, and, without exception, they 
hold the views above expressed, and, ap 
parently, it is a subject in which the general 
public has taken considerable interest. ’’ 


MONAGHAN MENTAL 
HOSPIPAL. 
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, REDUCED ESTIMATE. 
Monaghan Mental Hospital, which 
the Counties of Monaghan and Cavan, 

claims to be the run institution of its 
kind in the Free State. The average cost per 
head for all mental hospitals in 1927 was £44, 
while Monaghan was only £38. 
Toal presided over the 
the governors yesterday, at which Mr. T. 
Gallagher, the clerk, presented the annual 
estimate, which came to a total of. £34,400, a 
reduction of £1,800 on last year. The County 
Cavan contributes £20,432 and the Couhty 
Monaghan £15,968. The reduction on the 
County Cavan was £784 and on County 
Monaghan £1,078. It was pointed out that 
provision had been made for the situation 
created by the action of the staff in taking 
legal proceedings for the recovery of arrears 
of wages alleged to be due to them in con- 
sequence of a ‘‘cut’’ made some time ago. 
It was colculated that if the staff succeeded a 
sum of £3,000 would be required to meet the 
arrears, plus £1,000 for the increases of salary 
which would follow a decision favourable to 
the staff. 

The Chairman referred to the considerable 
reduction that had taken place in the Dublin 
Mental Hospital, which used to be notorious. 

Colonel S. R. Clements said that it was 
easy for Dublin to reduce the estimate. as 
their costs were higher. In Monaghan they 
were down to the minimum. 

The Clerk said that the costs in Monaghan 
were lower by rates varying from £2 to £10 
per head than any other asylum, except that 
of Castlebar. which was in one of the poorest 
Ireland.

SILVER JUBILEE

S. H. Purser and Mr. Child started An Tur 
Gloine (The Tower of Glass) in Dublin, in 
the hope that Irish stained glass might be 
used in our churches instead of foreign glass. 
An Tir Gloine is now a co-operative stained 
glass and mosaic works. 

Yesterday afternoon a reception was held 
at the Shelbourne Hotel, Dublin, in honour 
of Miss Purser, Mr. Child, Mr. M. Healy, 
Mr. H. M. McGoldrick, Miss E. Rhind, Miss 
K. O’Brien and Miss C. Quigley, to testify 
the appreciation of a large circle of friends 
and admirers of Miss Purser and her fellow- 
workers and their admiration of thei 
achievement. 

The guests were received by Sir Philip and 
Lady Hanson. 

Mr. 1. P. Gill. who has been in touch with 
the work of An Túr Gloine from the outset, 
gave a brief account of the enterprise. When 
it was resolved to have the-.teaching of art 
crafts, and especially those relating to 
ecclesiastical art, properly done at the School 
of Art, Mr. Gill and his colleagues looked 
around for co-operation. '“ From nowhere,” 
he said, ‘‘did it come but from Miss Purser. 
With rare public spirit and courage she set 
up studio, furnace and workshop, and took 
into partnership Mr. Child, and between 
them they gradually traincd the company of 
artists and craft-workers, whose twenty-five 
years of notable achievement we are cele- 
brating to-day. 

“The work met with enlightened encour 
agement amongst bishops and clergy, and 
eventually in churches all over the country 
the spurious art of the foreign merchant was 
to be seen being ousted by stained glass 
worthy of the best traditions. this 
applied to churches of a.i denominations Of 
course, good friends and art patrons were 
taken into counsel on all this, I will oniy 
mention one of them, Edward Martyn, to 
whom Irish culture, not only in this, but im 
several other directions, owes so much. 

TRUE ARTIST CRAFTSMEN. 

- All the artists of An Túr Gll ine. T may 
say, are not only trained executants of their 
art, but they have studied, in a 
well as a craft spirit, the best of the great 
medieval stained glass of the Continent, and 
every one of them has several natable works 
to his or her credit.” 

Mr. Gill then enumerated the 
principal achievements of individual members 
of An Tur Gloine. 

The Most Rev. Dr. White, Wwshon of 
Limerick, congratulated Miss Purser and her 
fellow-workers on the wonderful success they 
had achieved in twenty-five vears.

LOCAL BODIES AND THE 
CORPORATION.

CORK, Thursday. 

The Minister, who arrived in the city on 
Wednesday evening, was fully occupied 
throughout to-day, and visited not only the 
various housing schemes promoted by the 
Commissioner of the City, Mr. P. Monahan, 
at Capwell and Turner's Cross, but also those 
sites on which dwellings had been erected 
under the old Corporation at French's Villas. 
Mr. Mulcahy was accompanied on his tour of 
the city by the Lord Mayor, Mr. Sean 
French; the Commissioner, Mr. P. Monahan; 
Dr. Carroll, Superintendent Medical Officer of 
Health; and Mr. C. Murray, senior sub- 
sanitary officer. In the afternoon the party 
made a tour of the poorer and more con- 
gested districts of the city. 

The proceedings at the conference between 
the Minister and the represéntatives of the 
two Chambers of Commerce were private, but 
from inquiries that I made I learned that 
both bodies were united in their desire for a 
change in the Commissioner system of loca 
government in Cork. There is a desire for 
the promotion of a Parliamentary bill for this 
purpose, which would meet with the approval 
and support of all sections of the community, 
regardless of creed or class. Eo far as I can 
gather, a City Council composed of not more 
than fifteen members, as advocated by the 
Lord Mavor, Mr. Sean French, T.D., would 
meet the desires of the majority of. the 
citizens. There is a general feeling that the 
people of the city should have a greater 
voice in the local government of the city, 
and that a City Manager should be appointed, 
under the control of their elected representa-

THE GENERAL DESIRE. 

“ There is a unanimous desire,” said the 
Lord Mayor. to me this evening, ‘‘ for a bill 
which will receive the unanimous approval of 
the citizens as to the future government of 
the City of Cork. It is in that spirit, and 
only in that spirit, that I and my colleagues 
meet the Minister for Local Government 
and Public Health to-morrow.” 

Mr. F. J. Daly, the Chairman of. the 
Cork Harbour Commissioners, told me that, 
opinion, the. essential condition of 
local. government in Cork was that her 
citizens shall, through the possession of full 
power over, and complete responsibility for, 
her affairs, take continuous and active in- 
terest in her progress. Any proposed system 
must be judged by that test. : 

The Corporation, he added, should be 
elected at once, and should consist of eighteen 
elected members, who should be fully and 
alone responsible for initiating and financing 
necessaries for the maintenance and improve:

ment. In the event of the City Manager 
dismissing or suspending a _ subordinate, 
appeal should be made to the Local Govern- 
ment Board, and to it alone.

The many comments of Queen Victoria 
concerning Mr. Gladstone and his politics 
have been more discussed to-day than any 
other portion of the late Queen’s letters, 
published this morning.

HOW LOANS ARE TO BE 
OBTAINE D,

“— 


The Agricultural Credit Act, which was 
passed by the Oireachtas last May, will be 
in full operation in a couple of months. 
This announcement was tade at a 
Cumann na nGaedheal meeting in Dublin 
on Tuesday by Mr. P. Hogan, Free State 
Minister for Agriculture. 

All that has been done 40 far is to 
register the Agricultural Cretlit Corpora- 
tion as a company. It has yet to get its 
capital and board of directors. Until the 
directors are appointed and the starting 
capital of £500,000 subscribed nothing 
can be done in the way of making 
advances. ' 


HOW THE AGT WILL OPERATE. 

The object of the Act is to form a com- 
pany to give “ credit to persons engaged 
in agriculture and businesses ancillary to 
agriculture, to authorise the giving of 
guarantees by the State in relation to the 
capital of such company and securities 
issued by it,” and to “ facilitate the 
borrowing of money by farmers on mort- 
cages of their farming stock, and to regu- 
late the operation and effect of such 
mortgages.’’ 

The banks will be asked to supply 
£200.000 of the capital, and the public 
will be invited to subscribe thé remaining 
£300,000. If the shares offered to the 
public are not fully subscribed within the 
time appointed, the balance may be sub- 
scribed by the Minister for Finance. In 
the event of the corporation going into 
liquidation and being wound up, the 
Minister will make good any deficiency, 
so as to pay the full amount of the paid 
up capital of the corporation. 


THE ISSUE OF LOANS. 

Advances may be obtained by individual 
farmers for the purpose of construviing 
buildings on their farms, or making im- 
provements of a permanent. character 
calculated to increase the fertility of the 
soil, or for the purchase of live stock, 
machinery, implements, manpres or feed- 
ing stuffs. Loans may also be obtained 
by any co-operative society, subject to 
limitations, for the purpose of establish- 
ing, carrying on, or extending its business. 
The corporation may also lend money tor 
the purpose of paying off loans obtained 
for purposes approved by the corporation. 

The corporation will not be entitled to 
receive deposits of money or securities for 
safe keeping or management from any 
persons, except co-operative societies 

Up to one million pounds per annum 
may be borrowed by the corporation on 
the security of certificates of charge cuar- 
anteed by the Minister, and the total 
amount owing at one time by the company 
on this shall not exceed 
£7 500,000.

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HEREFORD HERD BOOK

CENSORSHIP. 


HOW IT WORKED LAST

The report of the Censor oí Films in 
the 'Irish Free State for the year 1927 
contaihs some interesting figures. During 
the year the Censor scrutinised 1,650 films, 
of which 1,211 were drama subjects and 
439 “interest ” subjects. The films made 
up a length of 5,516,567 feet. 

The figures for the year 1926 were 1,719 
films, of which 1,227 were drama and 392 
interest subjects, with a total length of 
5,366,660 feet. 

Of the 1.650 films submitted for his 
revision, the Film Censor passed 1,286 un- 
conditionally ; 219 were passed after 
certain eliminations had been made. and 
145 were rejected. In order to ensure 
accurate amendment of the questioned 
films 544,673 feet had to be reviewed. 

There were 42 appeals against the 
Censor’s decision, and the films concerned 
contained 293,918 feet. On appeal the 
Censor’s decision was upheld in 22 cases; 
16 films were passed with certain elimina- 
tions. and in four cases the Film Censor's 
appeal was reversed. 

In the year 1926 the number of appeals 
was 25. and in only two cases was the 
Censor’s decision reversed. 

In order totobtain free 1mport as educa- 
tional works 22 films were submitted, and 
of these 21 were passed (containing 53,113 
feet) and one was rejected. 

The Censor rejected 497 pictorial ad- 
vertisements, consisting of pesters, blocks, 
slides, ete., and in all such appeals the 
Film Board upheld his decision.

AIR TALKS BETWEEN NEW 
YORK AND BRUSSELS. 
BRUSSELS, Th ursday (Later) 

The United States Ambassador and M. 
Lippens, the Minister of Railways and 
Communication, to-day opened the wire- 
less telephone service between Belgium 
and the United States. M. Lippens com- 
municated to the Belgian Ambassador in 
the States a message from the Belgian 
people to the American people. 

The United States Ambassador in 
Belgium also conversed with Prince 
Albert de -Lignes, the Belgian Am- 
bassador in the States, and was after- 
wards put into communication with Mr. 
Kellogg, the American Secretary of 
State, who communicated a message, ex- 
pressing to the Belgian Government, on 
behalf of the Government of the United 
States, the most cordial good wishes.

VIEWS OF BISHOP 
OF BIRMINGHAM.

“VATICAN MUST REFORM 
MORE THAN ITS 
THEOLOGY.” 


~— 


The Vatican must “reform more than 
its .theology,’’ declared the Bishop ol 
Birmingham yesterday in an interview 
with regard to the Malines conversations. 

“In the sixteenth century,’’ he said 
“Cranmer was Archbishop of Canterbury ; 
Latimer, the fearless preacher, was Bishop 
of Worcester, when Birmingham was a 
small hamlet just outside the borders ol 
his diocese. 

“They and other great men who 
reformed our Church were burned because 
they denied Papal supremacy and tran- 
substantiation. It appears that Lord 
Halifax, Bishop Gore and their friends 
think, nevertheless, that English Church- 
men in the twentieth century will accept 
a Papal primacy and transubstantiation. 
They are mistaken. 

“We regard transubstantiation as a 
superstition, and are not prepared to 
admit the Roman Church to our com- 
munion until the Vatican reforms more 
than its theology.’ 


FEW COMMENTS. 

Authoritative views on the report of the 
Malines conversations were not easy 
to obtain in Anglican and Roman Catholic 
circles in London yesterday, says the Press 
Association. Prominent Anglicans were 
disinclined to comment on the report, and 
Roman Catholics pointed to the Papal 
Encyclical of last week as the official 
Roman Catholic view of reunion as 
opposed to the unofficial character of the 
Malines discussions. 

In the Encyclical the Pope stated that 
unity could only be effected by the return 
of the dissidents to the Roman Church, 
“the only true Church of Jesus Christ; 
whence they deserted.”’ 


“ UNAUTHORITATIVE.”’ 

Captain Barron, Secretary of the 
Church Association, said :— 

“The Malines conferences are entirely 
unauthoritative, and convey a most mis- 
leading impression as to the positions of 
the two Churches. The Anglican represen- 
tatives, with the solitary exception of the 
Dean of Wells, were extreme Ritualists, 
who had been notorious during their whole 
public career for their championship of 
Romish errors, discarded by our Church 
at the Reformation. 

“Any person of intelligence can correct 
for himself the misrepresentations of the 
Church of England’s position by reading 
the Thirty-nine Articles in the Prayer 
Book, especially Numbers 6, 11 and 19 to 
51, and the ‘ Black Rubric’ at the end of 
the Communion Service. 

' The real principles of Rome must be 
learned not from such pronouncements, 
carefully minimised for polemical reasons, 
but from the authoritative documents of 


‘Rome herself. The ‘ agreement’ that ‘* by 


consecration the bread and wine becomes 
the body and blood of Christ’ and that 
“the sacrifice is the same sacrifice as that 
o* the Cross, but offered in a mystical and 
sacramental manner’ simply means the 
Romish doctrine of the sacrifice of the 
Mass, which our Church discarded at the 
Reformation, and which she brands as 
biasphemy. 

“Small wonder that while this was the 
burden of the backstairs negotiations with 
Rome, the publication of this report was 
held up for three months through fear 
that its revelations would damage the 
chances of the deposited book.”’ 


REUNION AN IDEAL. 

Mr. Guy Jonnson, Secretary of the 
National Church League, said :— 

‘The interest of the report has been 
largely discounted by the publication of 
the Papal Encyclical last week, which 
dealt authoritatively, from the Roman 
standpoint, with the subject of these con- 
versations. The Papal Encyclical, which 
demands full surrender as a condition of 
reunion, reminder that diffi- 
cultics are not abolished by being ‘ set 
aside.’ Reunion is a great ideal, but, as 
Archbishop Benson said in 1895, ‘ Any 
corporate union with Rome, so long as she 
retains her distinctive and _ erroneous 
doctrines and advances her present 
unprimitive and un-Scriptural claims, is 
absolutely visionary and impossible.’ ” 

RECTOR INTERRUPTED. 

While the Rector of Birmingham, 
(anon Guy Rogers, was preaching yester- 
day at the dinner hour Service at Birming- 
ham Parish Church, he was interrupted 
by a man who had apparently not been 
following the rector’s argument. 

Canon Rogers was referring to the 
Malines conversations, when the man rose, 
and, proclaiming himself a member of the 
(Church of England, was understood to 
protest. 

The rector told his interrupter that it 
was a pity to make.protests in this case. 
He added: “' It is all the greater pity 
because, if you wait until the end, I do 
not think you will have any cause of 
complaint.” 

The man immediately sat down. In 
conversation later Canon Rogers said that 
he understood the man’s complaint to be 
not against himself, but rather a protest 
against any relations with Rome.

FALLING BIRTH-RATE 
IN ENGLAND, 


LOWEST ON RECORD LAST 

YEAR. 

Provisional figures issued by the British 
tegistrar-General yesterday show that the 
birth-rate per 1,000 of the population of 
England and Wales in 1927 was 16.7. 
which is 1.1: below that of 1926, and the 
lowest recorded since the establishment of 
civil registration. 

The crude death-rate was 12.3, or 0.7 
above 1926, the excess being due to the 
high mortality in the first and fourth 
quarters of the year. The deaths under 
one year per 1,000 births were 69. This 
rate is equal to that of 1923, the lowest on 
record. The rate in 1926 was 70 per 1,000 


births. 


ANOTHER AMERICAN 
PROTEST. 


From Revter’s CorRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Thursday. 

The policy of the British Colonial Office 
in restricting rubber exports from Malaya, 
under the Stevenson scheme, has always 
been rather a sore point with Mr. Hoover, 
who has constantly referred to it in his 
public speeches. The subject again 
cropped up before the House of Repre- 
sentatives’ Judiciary Committee, which is 
at present considering a bill introduced 
by Mr. Newton, a Republican representa- 
tive of Minnesota, to amend the Webb- 
Pomerene Export Trading Act. 

The bill proposes to permit collective 
purchasing by American combines of 
rubber, potash and sisal, which are under 
monopoly control by foreign countries. 

Mr. Hoover, who strongly favours the 
measure; informed the Committee that as 
a result of the British rubber monopoly 
the American purchasér of tyres lost 
* millions of dollars.’’ 

Mr. Hoover declared that the reduction 
in rubber production by Great Britain 
keeps the world near a buying panic, and 
at times has lifted the price of the pro- 
duct beyond reason. A letter was read 
from the Secretary of Agriculture, 
emphasising “that toreign monopolies 
coustituted a constantly growing menace.”

MAFIA CONSPIRACY. 


MUSSOLINI’S GREAT 
SERVICE,

In a leading article, The Times remarks :— 
Even those who least admire the constitu- 
tional system of the Duce and of Fascism may 
congratulate them on the conviction and sen- 
tence last week of 147 members of the Mafia 
conspiracy, In attacking the Mafla the Duce 
is pursuing the policy which led him to 
attack and suppress Freemasonry and the old 
Italian trade unions. He will have no rival 
near the throne, and tolerate no organisation 
out of which a rival, or even an open 
opponent, might possibly arise, But he will 
be doing the good name of Italy an invaluable 
service in the world if he can sow the seeds 
of a moral revolution in Sicily, and so lead 
gradually to the desuetude or the abandon- 
ment of the depraved and degrading habits of 
thought among Sicilians, which are the 
nidus out of which the Mafia and 
criminal organisations grow. 

The condemnation of this great band of 
Mafiosi by the verdict of a Sicilian jury is a 
first step towards a better state of things. 
It is a heavy blow to the conspiracy, but 
probably many more blows will be needed to 
suppress it, and suppression will not by 
itself root out or purify the abominable code 
of Omerta. That must be the work of a pro- 
longed education in the most elementary of 
social obligations, in the renunciation of the 
whole system of private and personal ven- 
geance, in the recognition that the punish- 
ment of crime belongs solely to the State, and 
in the feeling that it is the first of civic 
duties freely to give the State every possible 
aid and countenance in its task. ‘The Mafia 
and other secret societies are a possible source 
of danger to Fascism, but they are much 
more; they keep alive a code of ethics which 
is fatal to the life of society and to cood 
government of any kind wherever it prevails.

NICARAGUAN 
FIGHTING. 


REPORTED DEATH OF 
SANDINO, 
From ‘‘ Toe Times ’’ ConneEsPONDENT. 
NPW YORK, Thursday 

Nicaraguans from Nuevo Segovia, the scene 
of the recent engagements between General 
Sandino’s forces and the United . States 
Marine Corps, have brought reports of th: 
death of General Sandino, which the Marine 
Headquarters at Managua have not yet con- 
firmed. According to tiie rumours, General 
Sandino was killed on Saturday at his 
mountain stronghold of Elchipote, when United 
States naval aeroplaves were bombing the 
region. General Sandino was supposed to be 
planning an attack Jast Sunday, and was 
expected to go to Jinotega, where the signal 
for his arrival—the explosion of two bombs— 
was given, but he failed to appear. : 

The reports added that General Sandino’s 
wife left San Rafael hurriedly for Elchipote, 
and returned with her husband’s body to San 
Rafael for a ceremonious funeral. 

The newspaper, Hi U/niversal, of Mexico 
City, has received a letter purporting to be 
from General Sandino id for supplies 
from Mexico. The letter was dated Elchipote, 
January 2nd, and was for publication last 
Sunday. He accused the United States 
Marines of bombing civilians, including 
women and children, and referred to the 
Marines as bandits—a term al.vays used in 
dispatches from Marine Headquarters in 
reference to General Sandino’s forces. 


NEW GERMAN 
MINISTER OF DEFENCE 
EXTREME MONARCHISTS 
HORRIFIED.

BERLIN, Thursday. 

General Groener has been appointed 
Minister of Defence by his old war comrade, 
President Von Hindenburg, despite the objec- 
tions of two of the parties of the Reich, 
namely—the German People’s Party and the 
Bavarian People’s Party. Both of these 
parties wanted the post filled by a Nationalist, 
whereas General Groener has Democratic lean 
ings, and is a supporter of the Republic. 

The part that he played in the revolution 
of 1918 has also not been forgotten by many, 
including the ex-Crown Prince, who bitteny 
attacked him in his memoirs for what the ex- 
Prince termed General Groener’s ‘‘ treachery 
to the ex-Kaiser, in persuading him that all 
was lost, and that his only safety lay in 
abdication.’” A Court of Honour, composed 
of numerous Generals, was formed in 1922 im 
accordance with General Groener’s wishes, tu 
investigate the allegations made against hit, 
and it found that they were unjustified, 
and that General Groener -had acted accord- 
ing to his conscience, and in the belief that 
he was serving the Fatherland to the best of 
his ability by the measures which he adopted 

Despite this exculpation, many fanatical 
Monarchists and Nationalists persist in regard 
ing General Groener as a “ traitor,”’ and are 
horrified to think that President Von Hinde 
burg has made such a man Minister. of 
Detence.

MURDERERS ON SWAMP 
ISLAND,

KHARTUM, Thursday-. 

The murder last month of Captain 
Fergusson, District Commissioner of the 
Province of Bahr-el-Ghazal, in the Sudan, 
has concentrated attention on events im 
the Nuer country which, seen in their 
true perspective, represent merely an 
episode in the early administrative history 
of a primitive people new to control by a 
civilised Government. 

The objectives. of the two patrols now 
engaged in operations against the Nuers 
are, perhaps, more correctly described as 
p.lice measures than as military opera- 
tions, though the difficult nature of the 
country renders the tasks of the forces 
disproportionately arduous. 

The forces engaged are a flight of the 
Royal Air Force and the following units 
of the Sudan Defence Force:—A company 
of mounted rifles, a Sudanese machine-gun 
battery, five companies of the Equatorial 
Corps, two companies of the Camel Corps, 
and a detachment of engineer troops, 

Two distinct areas and two distinct 
sections of the Nuers are involved. The 
murderers of Captain Fergusson are of 
the Nuong clan, west of the Nile, on the 
eastern fringe of the Bahr-el-Ghazal 
Province. The object of the operations 
in that area is to effect. the arrest of the 
murderers and others implicated. 

The task of separating the innocent from 
the guilty is rendered difficult by the 
mode of thought of a primitive people, 
which regards responsibility for crimes 
committed by individuals as falling on 
the wivle community. This feeling of 
communal responsibility has had an effect 
on the whole Nuong clan, but constant 
efforts are being made to get into touch 
with a view to reassuring the tribesmen 
that only punishment of the guilty in- 
dividuals is intended, 


ENEMY ON RETREAT TO ISLANDS. 

On the arrival of the aera all the 
Nuers of the area, except the Nuong and 
one other clan, were found to be loyal, and 
the dissident elements with their cattle 
had retreated to inaccessible islands in 
the midst of swamps. Three columns of 
troops are forming a cordon around this 
area, and the further operations will de- 
pend.on the result of the efforts of 
political officers to get into touch with the 
enemy 

The other area involved is the country 
of the Lau Nuers, in the triangle between 
the Nile and the Sobat. The unrest here 
is the result of a conspiracy of witch 
doctors, Kujurs, who are suspicious of the 
progress of peaceful administration. The 
operations have now resolved themselves 
into the hunting down of two wizards, 
Gwek and Pok, who are still at large, with 
a small following. Gwek is reported to be 
on the Khor Nyanding, south of the Sobat 
River, and Pok is engaged in stirring up 
trouble among the Gaweir clan in the 
difficult country between the Khor Filus 
and the Zeraf River. 


GERMAN ARTIFICIAL 
SILK. 
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LARGELY INCREASED 
PRODUCTION.

BERLIN, Thursday. 

The big German artificial silk firm, I. P. 
Bemberg, of Barmen, has issued a very 
favourable annual report for the business year 
ended September 30th last. The net profit 
was doubled—it was 3,120,000 marks com. 
pared with 1,577,000 marks in the previous 
year. <A dividend of 14 per cent. 1s being 
paid, compared with 8 per cent. in the pre- 
vious year. The turnover figure is two and a 
half times as big at the same prices. The 
value of artificial silk production was 
41,500,000 marks, compared with 17,000,000 
in the previous year. 

The management remarks that the artificial 
silk trade has been steadily expanding, and 
artificial silk as a raw material has been 
finding its way steadily into French branches 
of the textile industry. The undertakings 
established abroad for the production of Bem- 
berg silk also made good progress.

General, who was a-representative of the 
Crown. but not of the British Government. 

‘A GREAT. IMPERIAL NATION.” 

Addressing the Empire Club at 
luncheon to-day, the Colonial Secretary 
laid stress on the leading réle Canada had 
played in the development of the British 
Empire, which réle the future would make 
more prominent. Equality status, as 
defined at the last Imperial Conference, 
cave Canada among the world nations a 
position greater than that. of ordinary 
common nations. It gave her an equality 
with Great Britain and made her a great 
Imperial nation. 

Mr. Amery developed the thesis that 
the development of Canada as a nation 
was inseparably linked ‘up with the 
development’ of the Empire. “To some 
people,” he said, ‘the conclusions of the 
Imperial Conference seemed dangerous, as 
if, in the desire for freedom and equality, 
ihe bonds had been loosened. I doubt, 
however, if we loosened anything which 
for a feneration past has had any unify- 
ing influence compared with the sense of 
freedom and equality.’’ 

Mr. Amery added that. Great Britain 
had come to realise her Imperial respon- 
sibilities as never before, and was also 
coming to realise her economic dependence 
on the rest of the Empire. Great Britain 
might be called an o d country, but she 
was still young in her vigour, ambitions 
and ability to adjust herself to the needs 
of the present. She realised that there 
were now young partners who would share 
with her the responsibilities of the Empire 
to ‘all its members and to mankind as a 
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ARMAGHDALE. 


DECISJON IN LONDON 
COURTS. 
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From OUR COIRESPONDENT. 


LONDON, Thursday. 
A question relating to super-tax in 
respect of the annuity bequeathed by the 
will of the late Lord Armaghdale to his 


widow was decided to-day by Mr. Justice 


Russell in the Chancery Division, London. 
Lord Artaghdale, the first and last holder 
title, was formerly Sir John 
Lonsdale, who sat for Mid-Armagh from 
1900 to 1918, and he died in 1924. 

THE MATTER AT ISSUE. 
The trustees of his will—Captain Charies 


Curtis, Craig and Mr. Montague Ellis—were 
the plaintifis in a summons raising the 
question,-and Lady Armaghdale, who also was 


a trustee, and Mr. Leopold Lonsdale, the 
residuary legatee, were respondents in the 
cuse. The question mas whether, for the 
purpose of ascertaining the amount or rate of 
the super-tax payable by the trustees, the 
annuity ought to be treated as the last or 
highest part of the total income of the widow, 
or how otherwise the super-tax _—— by 


the trustees should be ascertaine 


Clause 7 of the will was in these terms :— 
‘I also bequeath to my said wife during her 
widowhood an annuity, with such a sum as, 
after allowing for income tax at the higher 
rate for the time being, and also 
after allowmg for super-tax or any 
other additional tax in the nature of 
income tax, will yield her, free of all such 
tax, a cumulative net yearly sum of £3,500; 
and I direct that as regards super-tax no 
apportionment thereof shall be made bet ween 
the said annuity and the rest of my wife’s 
income, but that the whole of the super-tax 
payable by my wife up to, but not exceeding, 
the super-tax on £3,500 a year, with the 
income tax thereon added thereto, shall be 
attributed to the annuity hereby bequeathed, 
and be paid bv iny trustees accordingly.”’ 
THE JUDGMENT. 

His Lordship, giving his decision, said 
that the will was dated November 21, 1991, 
and iw seemed. reasonably clear that the 
testator through his legal advisers was aware 
of a case decided by Mr. Justice Sargent in 
1918. By the special provisions of this will, 
however, the course adopted in that case was 
excluded. There was to be no apportionment. 
Lady Armaghdale claimed that another 
method indicated by Mr. Justice Sargent 
should be followed. It had been referred to 
us the “top slice’? method—namely, that the 
trustees should repay to her out of residue a 
sum equivalent to the super-tax paid on so 


rates, and amounted to the figure of £3,500. 
Mr, Justice Russell, continuing, said his task 
was to construe the testator’s language, and 
if it were reasonably clear to decide accord- 
ingly. What the testator had done was to 
say that there was to be no apportionment, 
but another procedure was to be followed— 
namely, “lou are to repay the whole of 
my w'fe's super-tax/ but with a limit, and 
the limit is the super-tax on the sum of 
£35,500 a year, with the income tax thereon 
added thereto."’ In other words, the testator 
had fixed a limit to the amount which the 
trustees had to pay Lady Armaghdale in 
recoupment of what she paid for super-tax-— 
namely, the trustees were not to pay her more 
than what would be payable on a super- 
taxable sum of £3,500, with the income tax 
added thereto. At the present rate of income 
fax the super-taxable sum would be £4,200, 
and the trustees were to ascertain what would 
be the amount of super-tax payable on that 
sum—that was to say, with the = exisiing 
£2,000 exemption, a total income of £6,200. 
To that extent, but no further, was Lady 
Armaghdale to be recouped the super-tax 
payable by her, and his Lordship made a 
declaration to that effect.

NOREWGIAN ASSERTIONS.

Great Britain and Norway are apparently 
both claiming the sovereignty of Bouvet 
Island, an uninhabited island in the Southern 
Atlantic. 

The British Secretary of State for the 
Colonies announced on Tuesday that the 
Rasmusson Co. of Sandeejord, Norway, had 
been granted an exclusive licence to occupy 
this and another. neighbouring uninhabited 
island, called Thompson Island, with permis- 
sion to take and treat whales in the terri- 
torial waters of these islands, and to remove 
guano, subject to the payment of a yearly 
rent and Royalties on the whale oil and guano 


exported. 


lt is now asserted here that the announte- 
ment must rest on a misconception, as the 
island of Bouvet was occupied by a Norwegian 
expedition on December lst last. The 
Norwegian Foregn Office says that 
it has regeived news that the 
Norvegia ° expedition, which was sent 
to the Southern Atlantic by the Bryde and 
Dahl Whaling Company of Sandeejord, in 
order. to: find fresh places for whale-catching, 
occupied the island on the date mentioned, 
and hoisted the Norwegian tlag, the island 
having hitherto been regarded by the Foreign 
Office here as a "* No-Man’s-Land.’’ 

VAIN SEARCH FOR OTHER ISLAND. 

The captain of the Norvegia telegraphs 
that the expedition has already begun whale 
and seal catching. As regards Phompson 
Island, Norwegian whalers declare that they 
have never come across any trace of such an 
island.

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HARDY’S EMINENCE IN

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An interesting contrast between American 
and English methods of education was 
drawn by Professor Karl Young, Professor 
of English Literature at Yale University, 
during a chat on Thomas Hardy with a 
Press representative yesterday 

‘Education in America,” said Professor 
Young, who is on a visit to England, “is 
far more highly organised than here. That 
applies particularly to reading. We s*udy 
English literature in an organised manner 
which you will never attempt, because 
English people read more naturally. 

“We make sure that our little ignoramuses 
do read great English books. You feel that 
you do not have to make sure, and, on the 
whole. I do not think you need. Your history 
and the story of your literature are told by 
the tablets on houses, and so your people 
learn in the streets. We cannot do that. 

SHARP CONTRASTS. 

_ “ Your writers are intimate with the people 
in a way that ours can never be, and so we 
have to organise. The literary curriculum in 
the ordinary high school in America includes 
not only current books, but the study of 
weekly and monthly periodicals—sometimes, 
I am afraid, to the neglect of more important 
things. 

We have, again, far more libraries than 
you—bad ones, very likely. In a sense, the 
English are less well-read than the Americans, 
but they are more intelligently well-read. 
You are so concentrated that you absorb 
things more than we shall ever do.”' 

“I adore England, but [ feel a little de- 
pressed by this visit,” Professor Young added. 
" You have been so terribly hit by the war. 
You have had all the bad luck, and we all the 
good. You have developed far more highly 
than we the art of living, and I suppose you 
are doomed to succumb to less civilised 
nationalities who live less and do more. Our 
life is less gracious—we think less and reflect 
less, but unquestional ly we do more.” 

AMERICA AND THOMAS HARDY. 

“Intelligent Americans appreciated and 
understood Mr. Thomas Hardy better than 
English  readlers,’’ the Professor. 
“American readers seem to have made up 
their minds about Mr. Hardy far more com- 
pletely than the English. I have met in- 
telligent people In London have conh- 
fessed to me that they were surprised by his 
eminence. 

*“ Americans ten years ago would have told 
you he must be buried in Westminster Abbey. 
English people would have said so with far 
less unanimity Hardy’s Abbey burial was 
inevitable, the only thing but, all the 
same, Í am sorry. His bones should have 
mingled with the dust of the Druids, Saxons 
and Romans in Wessex. 

‘“*Americans are mostly impressed by 
Hardy's pagan gloom and the magic of his 
prose. Another class, more sophisticated and, 
I think, more temporary in their judgments, 
are attracted by the poetry in which he con- 
centrates his pessimism more than anvwhere 
else. Broadly speaking, I think Hardy’s 
attitude to life is offensive to the ordtnarv 
healthy American. They do not mind his 
earthliness and paganism, but they are 
offended by the implication of his attitude 
that it would be better not to have been born. 

MOST APPROPRIATE MEMORIAL. 

“* Americans could never understand why 
Hardy did not receive the Nobel Prize. Some 
of us took measures to encourage the idea of 
the award going to him. It was intimated to 
us that the explanation lay in Hardy’s 
paganism, which, though it offends us, we are 
apparently able to stand better than you.
